7» X started the conversation on topics of our mutual

Mr. Pankovski alaaost irasnediately asked whether I had delivered the letter, 
to which X replied that X had not since X was in no position to deliver 
unknown contents orf behalf of {Soviet citissns; He took the letter.

Thie wae to no awll and Mr* Pankowkl 
persistently reverted to the theaie of the toportanee for him to meet with 
someone from the O^S. Stabassy. I proaqfjted none of his suhseqiient 
conversation and throughout tried to emphaslsse the importance to my position 
On commercial raatters of developing normal relations with the 3ute 
Scientific aitd technical Cojmaittee* 

^ said that although he could perha|Ni understand ay 
action in not undertaking to be a go-between with the Americaas, his fate

His deteraiination remained, he said, to contact the 
Americans to wiiom he wanted to pass valuable infoxmtion and that a final 
i objective was to get out of the Soviet Ifeilon with his wife and daughter* 
j Aliaost in passing he mentioned that he was experiencing financial problems,

suggesting that X would be able to reach him at his office* 

^ declined eveiything resulting from this one-sided 
gushing flow, mentioning oel^t that I would l»pe to be in touch with him 
at the State Scientific and technical Goiamlttee on our continuing commercial 
interests* I invited him to stay for dinner but he said he Just didn»t 
feel up to it and so ended our 40 minute conversation in ^lish* 

^ ^ soraewhat at a loss to assess the motivations 
behind these meetings. Kr» Fankoveki is about 47, has a pleasant 
personality and would appear to have reasonable capacity. The rush of 
events in our brief meetings certainly instilled me with deepest caution* 
Ue apparently is the type that has little hesitancy to ask for personal 
favours as evidenced by his requests to 1^* Harrison for various items 
from Canada such as salve for sfissma, etc., which he assuBkSts Ih»* Harrison 
will send to the ^bassy to be passed over# He certainly went into un- 
called for detaU in our conversations in comjaentlng m matters such as 
having the record player on^ the iiasards of pho»ing his office, repeating
